RATIONS FOR DAIRY COWS. 


Cotton Seed Men! nnd COTTP*** Sut- 


• plr the. Neceii»a*y Protein. 
Feeding the. dairy cow~. would be a 


comparatively easy matter were it not 
for'the difficulty -experienced in secur- 
ing a sufficient amount.of protein to 
supply the heavy demands, made on 
her system in ttie production of milk, 
says Professor A. M, Soule of the Ten- 
nessee experiment, station.. Cheap and 
abundant fodder crops can be grown 
with comparative 'ease to supply the 
more bulky part of her ration, but the 
protein needed is much harder to pro- 
vide in a desirable form at: a prjce 
within the reach of the average dairy- 


man. 


The abundance of cotton seed meal 


In the south should.offer a happy-solu- 
tion of the -difficulty, but there are 
many places where freight rates make 
cotton seed meal quite as expensive as 
In tho states of the far northwest, aud 
then it frequently happens that the 
dairyman does not see his'way clear to 
pay out a large amount of money for 
cotton seed meal; for, as the old aslotn 
puts it, "a .penny saved 'is a penny 
made." So it is to his interest to dis- 
cover if possible a means by which ho 
can produce the needed protein on his 
farm and thus save the heavy drain on 
his resources required by the purchase 
of cotton seed meal or some other con- 
centrate rich in protein. 


Cotton seed meal has now been fed 


long enough to establish • its virtue as 
a feed for dairy cows, but it has also 
been shown that It.is unwise to employ 
it- exclusively for that purpose, as :lt is 
so rich, not only in protein, but in fat 
and "other constituents, as well, that it 
has a tendency to produce various de- 
rangements of the .cow's system, entail- 
ing'serious losses that can easily bo 
avoided if the meal were employed in 
'a rational manner. 


Fortunately our soils are adapted to 


the culture ot several of the most im- 
portant legumes known to mankind. 
'Among these the one that stands out 
pre-eminently is the 'cowpea. It is well 
adapted 'to a'a immense, territory and 
can be utilized to advantage In more 
ways than any other legume, and be- 
sides making a .most excellent hay, rich 
In protein, it has the power of material- 
ly improving, the mechanical condition 
and the crop producing power of the 
land, an item of th'e most profound 
concern to the farmer who has been 
somewhat careless with regard to such 
matters and has sold his cotton seed to 


CA.-RE OF FERNS. 


Tke«« Plant" MAT Be Blade 


to THitre« 


Contrary to the opinion of roost peo- 


ple, the- Boston fern thrives bast -wtien 
exposed for at least half a day to 
strong sunlight .to itfeal place for 
auch a teia. to an east bay window. 
The plant never should be turned 
around except twice a yoar, once early 
In the spring and agnia In November, 
says the Chicago Tribune. About the 
1st of March cut off all the fronds on 
the side that has been turned toward 
the room.^ Then turn that bare side 
toward the light In a few weeks-the 
young frond? will be half grown. In 
the oututan repeat the process. In this 
way all the fronds are 'renewed every 
twelve months. 
' • 


Quite as Important as this systematic 


exposure to sanllght-ls1 proper draJn- 
age. 
The pot which holds- the ' fern 


should stand on an inverted bowl to a 
Jardiniere. There is 'always water In 
the Jardiniere, but owing to the Invert- 
ed bowl It never reaches the roots of 
the fern. If the pot stands In water 
the'soil sours'and the roots rot, some- 
times'to vltbln a fow. inches' of the 
soil's surface. 


Another point that must bo romein- 


berad Is that the roota of the fern need 
air. This free clrcnlatioc. of air is ob- 
^tainod by having the jardiniere several 
sizes larger than the Inner receptacle. 


Every weeJc stir Into the soil half a 


teaspoonful of plant food. Be careful 
not to let the food touch the fern Itself,

My rule for win- 
dows in' a cow barn is to make out 
your bill for twice as many windows 
as you think you need, and then when 
your team has gone to town after them 
telephone your lumber dealer to double 
the bill at his end.

The story is a very interesting one. A 


representative of the Journal met Mr. 
Shevlin this morning and held a long 
conversation with him. The' gentleman 
certainly talked rationally enough and 
did not show indications of beiug insane, 
on the contrary, • he appeared to be a 
eh..rp and shrewd business man. 


Mr. Shevliu said that he had been in 


the lumber business at Minneapolis for 
seventeen years and was largely inter- 
ested in many properties of that state 
and had held responsible positions. For 
a year or longer he has been in Europe 
with has wife and children, having re- 
turned a. few months ago, they remaining 
in that part of the world, but now pre- 
paring to return as he is unable to 
go over and come back with them. 


WATCHED FOR LONG TIME. 


Of late he has been sojourning at Lake 


Geneva. For a long time he noticed that 
he was being watched and shadowed. Ho 
said. that without any cause he found 
himself under restraint and virtually a 
prisoner, to the extent -that he was de- 
nied a meeting with his attorneys, in 
fact not permitted to even have a con- 
ference with 'them. In. order to obtain 
relief he applied to the county court oJ 
Wohvorth county for a writ of habeas 
corpus. 
It was served on the parties 


who held him in restraint. These par- 
ties, be says, without answering 'the writ 
took him by force and 
hurried 
him 


across the state line into Illinois, where 
they held him a'prisoner until they could 
make arrangements to bring him before 
'the county jurlge of Walworth county 
for examination into his mental condi- 
tion. Again lie claims that he was .de- 
nied a conference with his attorne.y, but 
that lie asked for a jury trial, which 
was adjourned.- Then he was commit- 
ted to ^lie custody oJ the sheriff of Wal- 
worth county, wjio in turn delivered him 
over to William J. Elstone, a. deputy 
sheriff, in whose custody he now is ia' 
the city of Racine. 


ASKS HABEAS CORPUS WRIT. "" 
At noon Mr. Shevlin applied to Judge 


Bcldcn cf the circuit court lor a writ of 
habeas corpus requiring those who hold 
him in custody to bring him before the 
court and show cause for their conduct. 
Judgov Belden ordered the writ returna- 
ble on Tuesday next, at 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 


PROMINENT MEN INVOLVED. 


Mr. Shevlin said that his brother Tom 


Shevlin know all about his present trou- 
bles, but further than that he.refused 
to talk. He intimated that there would 
be some prominent parties implicated in 
the matter and that the proceediugs were 
simply a scheme to get him out of the 
way for business purposes. It is not 
probable that Mr. Shevlin will remain in 
Eacine until Tuesday. 


DECLARED INSANE. 


Attorney John B. Simmons, who is in-, 


torested on 'the other side wris seen iu 
regard to. the matter.

that it was desirable to have warships 
in rea-diness for all eventualities. Simi- 
lar preparations have been made by 
Italy, Austria, Russia and Great Brit- 
ain.

' WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 4.—Minister 


Leishman has cabled the state depart- 
ment that owing to the disturbed con- 
ditions in Constantinople an additional 
Kavass, or detective force, had been sta- 
tioned at tho American legation. This' 
action was taken on the suggestion of 
the Turkish government which has as- 
sured ,the American minister that it will 
use every precaution to protect all for- 
eigners, but had warned the different 
embassies and legations that it would 
be well to strengthen the force inside 
the buildings, that if a case of necessity 
develops it is possible that the Turkish 
government 
would refuse the United 


States to send a detachment of marines 
from the squadron which is expected to 
arrive at Beirut today. 
'• Minister Lcish- 


man has not yet made such a request of 
this government. The United Status has 
no authority to send a-warship through 
the Dardanelles, and would have to have 
tho consent of Turkey and also tliat of 
other European powers to so do.

If there exists any intention of yield- 


ing to Colombia as to any incren.se of 
the rental in order to overcome any of 
hey objections to the Panama 
canal 


treaty, or to alter the terms under 
which 
we exercise a practical sover- 


eignty over the route, it will be fully as 
well to let it be known now. There has 
been caturdlly a good deal of assertive 
language orr this point, but it cannot 
be Bafely asserted Colombia really be- 
lieves it yet, that no alteration will be 
made in the treaty terms, but now that 
that government has rejected the treaty, 
it may be in hopes of better terms with 
us, or of securing terms from some oth- 
er government. 
Who knows in fact? 


Of 
course in this view Colombia is 


doomed to disappointment, for while the 
American people would not countenance 
force in this canal matter, or encourage 
internal 
dissensions in Colombia, yet 


they would unquestionably endorse the 
Washington government in any formal 
notification to Europe to keep hands off 
the -isthmus. 


If there is any idea of giving Colom- 


bia better terms it will be well to per- 
mit it to be .filtered down there, other- 
wise, there is nothing to do but for tho 
president after a reasonable lapse of 
time, to see if the Colombians will do 
any different, promptly commence nego- 
tiations 
for 
the Kicavagua route. If 


,the matter once more gets into con- 
gress, that is, if tho president docs not 
exercise his option given under 
the 


treaty,, to commence on the Nicaragua 
route should refusal be met with from 
Colombia, there is danger of the whole 
canal business getting a set back. It 
is not so perfectly clear but that in the 
certain scrap to come in this event be- 
tween Panama and Nicaragua routes, 
both may fall to the ground in the gen- 
eral meiee. 


Better the president follow 
out 
the 


lines prescribed if a canal is after all so 
intensely desired. Again as to conces- 
sions to Colombia where could such be 
n:ade, is a .natural question. The peo- 
ple would never 
consent 
to spending 


$300,000,000 of their money on the isth- 
mus 
and pci'mit any government on 


earth to have the slightest excuse for 
interference. We mnst have the rights 
of sovereignty or else ho canal. As. to 
the appropriation of $-10,000,000 to the 
owners of the canal and $10,000,000 to 
Colombia, it is ample. This should not 
ho increased in the least. We have 
taid we would not, now let us keep our 
word. 


THAT INDIAN TiEUlllTORY MATTER 


There have been some games going on 


in Indian territory over the allotment of 
lands to the Indians in scveral'ty. Or- 
ganizations of men undertook to swin- 
dle the Indians by various means, one 
being to lease the land at tow figures 
and'then refuse to give them up, and 
another to lease the lands of minors or 
alieniate them in some way, and still 
another to get title for lands far below 
tho value of the lands. It ia nbt disput- 
ed that some government officials have 
been concerned and been members of 
companies organized to do business with 
the Indians. Even members of the 
Dawes commission have been charged 
with being implicated, with some of them 
demanding an investigation.- 


The secretary of the interior, is to in- 


vestigate into matters out in the terri- 
tory and already through official orders 
has inflicted a frightful loss upon 
the 


speculators in Indian titles by cancel- 
ing sales and ordcriug the return of the 
money and in some cases the speculators 
are out altogether. Undoubtedly some 
innocent men have been involved through 
appearancss but will be cleared in -the in- 
vestigation presumed to be now'in pro- 
gress. The frauds wore unearthed by an 
age'Tnt of a soeie'ty having in view the in- 
terests of the Indians and through the 
secretary himself ;on his visit last spring 
getting onto some of t.he rascalities being 
practiced; | through 
alleged investment 


companies.' 
. N"o\v the courts have got into action 
as well and titles to 1,000,000 acres are 
invalidated, because sold or leased by 
parents of Indian mioor children with- 
out' advice or consent of the courts. One. 
member' of the Pawes commission has. 
said, so report goes, that many of these 
land and investment companies which. 
had been organized to 6.0 the. Indians up, 
would be ruined through the investiga- 
(tioias of the Indian Rights association if 
the iii-terior department followed up the 


good work of which there la ample evi- 
dence it intends io do. 


But wJth it all thero is proof to show 


•the swindling has not been all on one 
side, for it is charged numbers of In- 
dians have sold their- land allotment 
over several times to the< speculators, 
one Creek Indian being credited with 
selling hia seventeen times and in these 
instances there is no recovery of 'the 
monev. 
. , 


THE DISTORTING OF tAW. 


The copyright law distinctly 
states 


no copyright is valid unless notice is 
given iu every copy published, on the ti- 
•'tle page, or page following, if it be a 
book, or if a map, etc., the following 
words: 
"Entered according to act of 


congress, iu the year ...,,.by ......in 
•the office of the librarian .Of congress, at 
Washington; or at the option of person 
entering copyright the wording, "Copy- 
right, 19.., by . ...v." Yet the courts 
have held within a past year that all this 
is unnecessary. That is a copyrighted 
article does not necessarily have to be 
headed by any of .the wording prescribed 
by 'the copyright law, and no notice'need 
be given. The case orose from a plate 
publishing house having innocently pub- 
lished a s'tory which .had no notice of 
any copyright attached either at begin- 
ning or ending, and the_ publishers of the 
copyrighted but noticcless s'tory, 
sued 


for damages and by virtue of the court 
obtained a favorable verdict. 


Although eVery publication, in 
the 


country is at the mercy of just such 
cases, none of ihe many publishers asso- 
ciations have 
protected 
against 
such 


perversions of the law as enacted by 
congress. Any person or persons print- 
ing any article whatever that has been 
copyrighted, but which publicatibn in 
the original source bears no notice as 
required by law and stated above, even 
though the publication so copied from is 
credited, are fully liable for all damages 
claimed. Tho opportunities for black- 
mailing arc unlimited and in due time B 
new industry will be in operation, quiet- 
ly m>t efficiently enough. 


To very many people it appears singu- 


lar where as in this case, the wording 
of the law is so plain, the 
imperative 


ma.Tida'tc being any copyrighted article 
must bear one of the two forms of no- 
tice required, that any court could be 
found setting aside expressed terms. The 
case in quostion was strongly congested 
by the News association sued for dam- 
ages and whoso defense was that no no- 
tice whatever had been affixed to 
the 


story republished, but which 
however 


had b«n in fnet copyrighted and ,no 
means afforded of permitting the defen- 
dant 'to know this, but defeat was the re- 
sult, th'ough carried to a higher court. 
If citizens wonder at the glorious uncer- 
tainties of law who is to blame? 


3VEW JERSEY JUSTICE. 


Much comment has been made upon 


the bringing to trial the executive offic- 
ials of a traction line in New Jersey 'on 
charge of manslaughter. Last February 
a ear of. the North Jersey Traction com- 
pany became uncon'trolable on an icy 
and suovv covered track, the brakes re- 
fusing .to work and the 
ear crashed 


through the gxmrd gates aud struck in 
front of an express train. 
There were 


nine pupils of the 7iigh school killed and 
several more wounded. The suit was 
brought against the directorate, among 
whom are such men as the president of 
the Pennsylvania Central railroad. This 
time it was not the motornmn or conduc- 
tor of the traction car but the officials 
of the road themselves who were charg- 
ed with being guiltily knowledgeable of 
'the condition of the tracks that fatal 
morning, having neglected to soc to i't 
their cars were fully provided with safe- 
ty appliances. 


However, the verdict was not guilty, 


and the inference is naturally the jury 
have not been convinced 
the 
indicted 


men were legally chargoable with such 
knowledge as would establish guilt.

AN HUSH PAKMAHlEJfT. 


Lawyer Finerty of Chicago, a promi- 


nent Irish American, in nn interview-not 
long since declared the ,Irish-,tland meas- 
ure \vas to be regarded as a distinct 
victory for 'this Irish party in parliament, 
and that such measure was but the ?)e- 
giiming of'the work that iiv good _time 
would assuredly give the people pf Ire- 
land an independent'parliament.

The alter- 
native of ah independent parliament is 
an honorable compromise, but net n final 
seSttcjncntI Pnrncll himself—that wonil- 
.rous statesman to whom Ireland owes so 
much, 'and whom some Irishmen treated 
with thoughtless rather than deliberate 
ingratitude, us they have, 'imforbun'h/tely 
treated gome others, put.the whole Irish 
policy,of the present and the future in- 
to amall, yet comprehensive, space wli«u 


he said. ""No man—no. set of men—vcan 
place, a boundary on the progress of the 
nation." Aud to this I 
heartily say 


Amen." 


Thus the Iriah policy of an indepen- 


dent nation is set forth.

Peach Cream Pie.—A delicious way to 


make-'a peach pie is with the uncooked 
fruit. Bake a shell of da'inty puff paste, 
nljing it with-.rice to prevent its rising 
bubbles, or else pricking each little blis- 
ter as it rises. When the shell is done, 
put a. thin laj'or of stowed and sweetened 
peaches or peach jelly on the bottom and 
lill up with fresh peaches, the ripest and 
sweetest to be had. Add sugar to sweet- 
en and set the pie in the civen for about 
three minutes to melt the sugar. Then 
set away to cool. Heap with sweetened 
whipped cream just before serving.

PARIS, Sept. 5.—Ambassador Con- 


stant's latest report from Constantino- 
ple says the embassies there are con- 
stantly in danger of being attacked by 
agitators or fanatics, but it does not 
mention the landing 
of marines. The 


officials here say that if Marines were 
lauded they would be from the small 
guard ships maintained at Constantino- 
ple for police purposes, but which do not 
form purfc of tile regular fleeets; that 
the landing of marines, if it has taken 
place would col; be considered a naval 
debarkment in its serious stuse or a pre- 
liminary war measure. By agreement 
with Turkey each of the powers main- 
tain two guard ships at Constantinople, 
France having two small gunboats. It 
is said here that if the United States 
government desires the gunboat Maohias 
to go to Constantinople for guard duty 
it will be wholly a question between Tur- 
key and the United States as certainly 
France, and probably the other powers, 
will interpose no objection to the Ma- 
ehias pacing the Dardanelles.

her systeln In the production of milk, 
says Professor A. M. Sonle of the Ten- 
nessee experiment, station; Cheap, and 
abundant fodder crops can be.grown 
with comparatiT^ -ease to supply the 
more bulky part of her ration, but the 
protein needed Is much harder to pro- 
vide. In a desirable fona ad a price 
within the reach.of the average dairy- 


man.

The abundance of cotton seed meal 


In the south shoutd.offer a happjv solu- 
tion of the/difficulty,, .but there are 
many places where freight rates make 
cotton seed meal quite as expensive as 
in the states-of the far northwest, and 
then it frequently, happens that the 
dairyman does not see his-way clear to 
pay but n large amount of money for 
cotton seed meal; for, its the old axiom 
puts It, "a penny saved'is a penny 
made." So it Is to his Interest to dis- 
cover If possible a means by which he 
can produce the needed protein on his 
farm and thus save the heavy drain on 
his resources required, by the purchase 
of cotton seed meal or some other con- 
centrate rich In protein. 


Cotton seed meal has now been fed 


long enough to establish its virtue as 
n feed for dairy cows, but it has also 
been shown that It ,1s unwise to employ 
It exclusively for that pnrpose, as It Is 
BO rich, not only in protein, but In fat 
and other constituents.as well, that it 
has a tendency to produce various de- 
rangements of the cow's system, entail- 
ing serious losses that can easily bo 
avoided if the meal were employed in 
'a rational manner. .... 


Fortunately our soils, are adapted to 


the culture of several., of the most im- 
portant legumes known to mankind. 
Among these the one that stands but 
pre-eminently !is the cowpea. It Is well 
adapted 'to ,aa immense, territory and 
can be .utilized, to advantage In more 
'ways than any other legume, and be- 
sides making a .most excellent Say, rich 
in.protein, it has tile po^er of material- 
ly impro.yirig the rqetbanical condition 
and the, crop producing/power of the 
land, an item of th'e most profound 
concern to the farmer who has been 
Botnewhat careless with regard to such 
matters and has sold his cotton seed to 
the oil mill because of its ready cash 
value, though failing to return to the 
soil In some other form the equivalent 
of the plant food thus removed. - As a 
result the fertility of much of our land 
has been seriously impaired,,and so It 
Is a particularly happy coincidence that 
•the cowpea, can be employed to reha- 
bilitate .the soil, produce a,cay rich in' 
protein which "combines" most happily • 
with cotton seed meal as n feed: for 
dairy cows and can even be used to 
advantage as a substitute for wheat 
bran or cotton seed meal under certain 
conditions. 


According to the experiments recent- 


ly completed at the Tennessee station, 
the dairyman can employ cottonseed 
meal and cowpea .hay as grain feeds 
for his dairy cows and thus grow all 
the concentrates needed on his farm, a 
matter of the gravest.importance. 


Some time ago our station published 


a bulletin and, gave many; illustrations 
of model and'.otherwlse dairy barns in 
our state, and In the number shown I 
did not see. one that had windows 
enough in it 
The same thing occurs 


in the Dairyman's illustrations of cow 
barns. Why Is It? The fellows'who 
have covered palls with cotton, etc., 
arc among the number who seem to 
think daylight and sunshine are detri- 
ments to a cow's comfort while con- 
fined in the stable. My rule for win- 
dows In'a cow barn is to make out 
your bill for twice as many windows 
as you think you need, nnd then when 
your team has gone to town after them 
telephone your lumber dealer to double 
the bill at his end. 


Now, 
there are windows and win- 


dows. 
The Dairyman showed what 


was called a model dairy barn, and the 
windows looked more like knot holes 
or woodpecker holes, than windows. 
Get good, big double: sash, 10 by 12 
lights, six lights to a sash, and have 
them not more than eight feet apart 
along walls north, south, west and 
east. Then put in skylights. It will 
pay big. 
Now you have windows. 


Make all doors doublf—that la, to open 
bottom £.ad top—and never shut top 
door, unless low temperature or storms 
make it necessary. 


When you have light buy a barrel of 


lime and have a whitewashing machine 
ana let your boys work It rainy days. 
Whitewash walls and celling and floor 
If they want to. More light will be.the 
result. A fly in oar cow barn looks like 
a black bear on the walls that are 
wlilte as—let me see—oh, yes, the cot- 
ton that is used to cover pails-to keep 
out dirt that can't be aeen In the win- 
dow less cow barns. — Buff Jersey. In 
Hoard's Dairyman.

The pot which bbldS tiae fern 
should stand on an inverted bowl In a 
Jardiniere. \There ts 'always water in 
the jardiniere, but owing to the invert- 
ed bowl, it never reaches the roots of 
the :f era. If the pot stands in water 
the soil sours and the roots' rot, some- 
times ' to within a few .'inches' of the 
soirs surface. 


Another, point that must be remem- 


bered is that the roots of 'the fern need 
air. This free circulation of air is ob- 
tained by having the jardiniere several 
sizes larger than the Inner receptacle. 


Every week stir into the soil half a 


teaspoonful of plant food. Be careful 
not to let the food touch the fern itself, 
but mli well with the earth about it. 


If scales should get on the fern wash 


It with a soft sponge dipped in a suds 
made from- whale oil soap. After two 
or three hours wash off with clear 
water,, as the snds fill up the pores of 
the fern stems. 


Once a day moisten' the soil atxmt the 


fern with a^ilnt of cold tea or coffee.
